WE ACTUALLY ARE LOSING MGNEY ON THE TABLES, WE HAVE TO PAY MORE FOR THE 
TAN WE ARE COLLECTING FOR THEM. RON SUGGESTED THAT WE CHARGE ONE DOLLAR 
MORE FOR TABLE RENTAL TO EQUALIZE THIS EXPENSE. WE WERE SOLD OUT AT THE FALL

THE QUESTIONS TO BE ASKED THE F.C.C. FIELD ENGINEERS WHC WILL BE GIVING 
A TALK AT A FUTURE MEETING WERE DISCUSSED. AMONG THE TOPICS WERE A NO CODE 
LICENSE. A LETTER WRITTEN BY FRED ROSEBURY KA1GEN WAS READ, AND MET WITH 
APPROVAL BY THE MEMBERSHIP. THE LETTER “IN FAVOR OF CONTINUING THE CODE 
REQUIREMENT” FOLLOWS; 


I AM OPPOSED TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A “NO CODE” LICENSING EXAMINATION 
FOR AMATEUR APPLICANTS. IN FACT, I WOULD LIKE TO SEE INSTITUTED A MORE RIGID 
CODE REQUIREMENT THAN PRESENTLY EXISTS, IN VIEW OF THE FAIR NUMBER OF AMATEURS 
WITH LICENSES WHO HAVE VERY BAD FISTS, SOMETIMES UNREADABLE. IN A WAY, THIS 
IS ANALOGOUS TO THE NUMBER OF BAD AUTOMOBILE DRIVERS [WITH LICENSES]. 

IT IS NOT NECESSARY TO POINT OUT THAT CW [A1 TELEGRAPHY] IS NOT ABOUT 
TO GO OUT OF FASHION VERY SOON, IF ONLY FOR THE REASON THAT IT IS A MUCH 
MORE ENERGY-EFFECIENT THAN RADIOTSLEPHONE, AND CONSEQUENTLY, FOR A GIVEN 
AMOUNT OF POWER, CW HAS A FAR GREATER RANGE THAN ‘PHONE, OR OTHER MODULATED 
EMISSIONS. OF COURSE, IT IS TRUE THAT CODES OTHER THAN MORSE CAN AND DO 
EXIST; IT IS ALSO TRUE THAT WITH THE ADVENT OF AUTOMATIC KEYERS, AN OPERATOR 
ONLY NEEDS TO KNOW THE TYPEWRITER KEYBOARD - AND EVEN THAT CAN BE DISPLACED 
BY AUTOMATIC TRANSCRIBERS. 

SO, WHY LEARN CODE? I THINK IT WOULD BE AN UNHAPPY DAY FOR EXPERIENCED 
OPERATORS IF THE MANUAL OR SEMI-MANUAL KEY WERKE ABOLISHED. TO THOSE WHO ARE 
PROFECIENT IN HANDLING A KEY, THE DOTS AND DASHES COMPRISE A LANGUAGE: A 
SPECIAL LANGUAGE LEARNED WITH CONSIDERABLE APPLICATION AND PRACTISE - A 
LANGUAGE WITH A CHARACTER OF IT'S OWN. IT IS AS MUCH AS TO SAY: WHY LEARN 
FRENCH, OR SPANISH. OR GERMAN, OR ANY OTHE LANGUAGE - OR ENGLISH, FOR THAT 
MATTER? THE CODE IS A FORM OF COMMUNICATION WHICH I'M SURE MANY OF US HOFE 
WILL BE AROUND FOR A WHILE YET. THERE IS NO QUESTION THAT LEARNING THE CODE 
AND BECOMING SKILLED AT IT IS NOT EASY. BUT, BEGINNERS SHOULD NOT BE DIS- 
COURAGED BY THEIR LACK OF PROGRESS. IT TAKES TIME AND EFFORT; I CAN ASSURE 
YOU THAT PROFICIENCY IS WELL WORTH THE STRUGGLE.
